Potato Shipper This 
Season 


Chassell, Mien.— This 
H ough­ 
ton county com m unity has shipped 
more than 130 carloads of high 
grade certified and table 
stock 
potatoes to big city m arkets this 
season, and has nearly completed 
the w inter m ovem ent of spuds. 
Shipm ents have reached a 
new 
high volum e for a single crop and 
are believed to be the largest from 
any single point in M ichigan’s Up­ 
per Peninsula. 
One hundred and seven carloads 
were shipped by Upper Peninsula 
Potato Farms, Inc., 
which 
had 
about 175 acres under cultivation 
last year, and where the m anage­ 
ment has prepared 3 00 acres for 
next year’s crop. 
More than 300 
carloads have been shipped from 
H oughton county, and a consider­ 
able increase is expected this year. 
The majority of 
the 
H oughton 
production has been graded at the 
Soo Line warehouse in 
Schiller 
Park, near Chicago. 
The latter city has been 
the 
largest single receiver of the 193 8 
potato crop from the district, but 
m any cars have gone to Detroit, 
Cleveland, 
Indianapolis, 
Louis­ 
ville, St. Louis, Peoria, Cincinnati, 
Columbus and other large centers. 
Dozen of carloads of certified seed 
stock have received wide distri­ 
bution and growers in many oth­ 
er states are now looking to the 
Upper Peninsula for 
the 
virile 
strains 
necessary 
to 
replenish 
their fields at frequent intervals. 
M aine G rowers B usy H ere 
At least four 
former 
Maine 
grow ers of potatoes had fields in 
the Upper Peninsula last year, and 
others have stated their intention 
of m oving into this district soon. 
One former Maine producer esti­ 
m ates that people from his state 
will have at least 800 acres under 
potato cultivation in upper Michi­ 
gan the com ing season. 
He stat­ 
ed his conviction that the Upper 
P eninsula has som e real advant­ 
ages in potato grow ing over the 
best producing sections of his na­ 
tive state. 
Lake Linden has shipped 
OO 
carloads this season, and growers 
in that area are preparing to in­ 
crease their 1933 acreage, while 
others will enter the venture for 
the first time. 
The extension de­ 
partment of Michigan State Col­ 
lege and Upper Peninsula 
rail­ 
roads are offering every encour­ 
agem ent to Upper P eninsula po­ 
tato culture, which began to ex ­ 
pand about eight years ago. Well 
qualified observers say that peo­ 
ple now living will see the indus­ 
try grow to proportions rivalling 
those of Maine and Idaho, where 
it has been a leader in agriculture 
for many years.

FpHR Indignation of Americans at seeing 
* certain persons trying to import preju­ 
dices and hatreds from abroad, and seek­ 
ing to fasten the goose-step on the T’nlted 
Staten, is natural, hut it should he restrain­ 
ed. 
Those people of German descent 
who 
'lave been so thoughtless and so irresponsi­ 
ble as to foster those movements 
are 
a 
very small minority of 
the 
German-des­ 
cended population of the Toited 
States 
They arc loud, and demonstrative, but they 
are not representative of 
the 
Germanic 
people who have made po splendid a con­ 
tribution to the upbuilding of the I nlted 
States. 
No one should he more resentful of I his 
loud minority than the honest and adm ira­ 
ble people who have never hesitated, for 
several generations, to throw their weight 
derisively on the side of freedom and de 
moo racy. Tile antics of the 
uniformed, 
goose stepping hate-mongers cast 
an un 
deserved reflection on them. 
Hitler's impudent presumption is thai. 
simply because their ancestors came from 
Germany, whose institutions many of them 
hated. Americans of German origin owe 
some sort of allegiance to the man or the 
party which now rules Germany. 
The great bulk of German immigrants 
to American came to escape the tyrannies 
of their own day, and they are not stupid 
enough to feel the slightest allegiance to 
an even more narrow tyranny of 
today. 
They turn to Carl Schurz, 
not 
to Josef 
Goebbels. 
Usually, the vast hulk of such people are 
silent, and without rebuttal hear the slur 
that is cast on their loyalty by the Kuhns 
and the Schwinns. Hut in l/os Angeles, a 
thousand of them derided to give no long­ 
er the silence that implies consent. They 
voted to protest the activities of the Nazi 
Bund, and to declare their own loyalty to 
democracy. 
The United States has always had r e a ­ 
son to be proud of its citizens of German 
descent During the World War. almost to 
u man they passed the acid test of loyalty. 
Today they are not less loyal, hut more, 
for the tyranny abroad which 
has 
tile 
impudence to demand their allegiance is a 
more bitter one than ever a Kaiser dared 
Impose on a proud people 
Do not he deceived by the antics of a 
rabid few. The vast bulk of American ct11 
7,ens of German descent will he found loyal 
today as in the past, to freedom, to 
the 
land which is now. and in most cases has 
been for generations, their own 


And vet there is a 
principle 
Involved 
which must be settled sometime, and set­ 
tled right. 
Washington has a good many 
aspects cf a southern city, and the south­ 
ern Daughters of the American 
Revolu­ 
tion and the white South generally, will 
applaud the verdict. 
But one would think 
that women, of all creatures, should 
he 
kind and decent to one another whether 
they are white or black. 
Up here, when 
an Indian princess comes to town we 
lyl 
turn out to give her a welcome, and 
we 
have no aversion to a black singer lf she 
can sing, or a black orator lf he is handy 
on his feet. 
Probably at this distance a mere 
man 
has no business butting in to 
the 
a rg u ­ 
ment. hut there seems to be 
a 
general 
opinion, including that of many D. A. R. 
members, that some people down at W a sh ­ 
ington are getting a little hoity-toity and 
high-hat. 
lf th at is the case— and we do 
not say it is 
a place on the sidelines in 
the rear might prove an effective remedy. 
There is a niche in our national life that 
an organization like the D. A. R. can fill 
worthily, and there are many fine objec­ 
tives which it can consistently undertake. 
Flouting a famous artist because her skin 
is black would hardly seem to come with­ 
in the scope of a patriotic program.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

W ashington— It is not entirely an acct 
dent th at Cordell Hull Is seen less 
and 
less around the State 
Department— even 
when the w’orld is rocked by crisis as It is 
today. 
Real fact is that the Secretary of State 
never was very active except In 
pushing 
his trade treaties, and 
recently 
he 
has 
drifted even more to the slde-llnes. 
In fact, there have been recent reports 
that he would resign. These reports prob­ 
ably were somew’hat exaggerated, but It is 
true that advisers close to Hull Intimated 
that, if he could get the Brandeis vacancy 
on the Supreme Court he xvould step out 
of tho State Department. 
Mr. Hull is now nearing his 68th birth­ 
day, is not in the best of health, also has 
been greatly Irked at suggestions re g a rd ­ 
ing foreign affairs made by some of 
his 
Cabinet colleagues. Once or twice 
Secre­ 
tary Ickes, H arry Hopkins and Henry Mor­ 
genthau have made Intra-Cabinet proposals 
on foreign relations which Hull felt were 
an invasion of his department. 
One Senator who Is a close 
friend 
of 
Hull’s rem arked after a recent talk with 
him: “ The old gentleman has been so bab­ 
ied th a t lf you say ‘boo’ a t him he takes It 
as a personal insult." 
Now that tho Brandeis vacancy has been 
filled, It is not likely that Hull will 
re­ 
sign, but ho will probably play a less ac­ 
tive part around the State Department. 
Note— Even when Hull is In town, It k 
significant th a t he seldom 
attends 
the 
joint, conferences with Roosevelt and Ad­ 
miral U 'ahy, Chief of Naval 
Operations 
Under Secretary Sumner Welles attends in 
his stead. Since Secretary of 
the 
Navy 
Swanson does not attend, it is explained to 
Mr. Hull that he need not attend, and the 
real fact Is th at I^eahy and Welles today 
run the Navy and State Departments. 


—JU S T I C E WILLIAM O. DOUGLAS— 
The finishing touch which 
put across 
Bill Douglas as Supreme Court Justice was 
supplied by Gene Tunney, ex-heavyweight 
champ. 
Together with Colonel Charles March, 
forthright mem ber of the Federal 
Trade 
Commission, Tunney wrent to see Attorney 
General F ra n k Murphy. Both 
Irishmen, 
Tunney had known Murphy a long time. 
March had been putting in some strong 
licks for tho Douglas 
appointment, 
and 
previously had been to see Senator Borah. 
As a F a r W esterner, also as one of 
the 
most influential members of the 
Senate, 
Borah's recommendation was 
important. 
But lie told Colonel March th a t while 
he 
favored Douglas, he did not care to take 
any initiative in recommending him. 
In their talk with Fran k Murphy, Gene 
Tunney and March urged the 
Attorney 
General to call up Borah and get his views 
on who should fill the Brandeis vacancy.

They point out that the United States 
has followed a policy under both 
Demo­ 
cratic and Republican administrations of 
not recognizing territory gained 
through 
conquest, and that the Franco victory 
in 
Spain was won only through the trem en­ 
dous aid given him by the conquering le­ 
gions of Mussolini and Hitler. 
Claude Bowers, recently re tu rn e d Am ­ 
bassador to Spain, is energetically backing 
this position, but certain minds 
in 
the 
State Departm ent lean toward recognition. 
Most im portant point raised by the Cab­ 
inet members who oppose recognition is 
the foolishness of the Chamberlain policy 
of yelling at Hitler in regard to 
Czecho­ 
slovakia, yet supporting Hitler in regard 
to Spain. 
Hitler's success so far has 
been 
built 
largely on the policy of 
attackii\£ 
the 
French and British 
obliquely— in 
other 
words, in an area where it is difficult for 
them to fight. The Sudetenland. 
Austria, 
Czechoslovakia all were inconvenient bat­ 
tleground for the ex-Allies, yet each move 
strengthened Hitler's hand. 
* 
Similarly, Spain is too far away for Hi<^ J 
ler and Mussolini to do battle on a large 
scale, and thus is an 
area 
where 
the 
French and British could reverse the H it­ 
ler technique of an oblique attack. Even 
today in Spain it is not too late for French 
and British munitions to tu rn the Fascist 
victory into a defeat, which would be just 
as serious a blow to the dictators as the oc­ 
cupation of Czechoslovakia was 
to 
the 
democracies. 
No wonder Mr. Hull likes to take vaca­ 
tions during European crises.

This statute has been enacted, as 
part of codes or 
as 
individual 
laws, by 3 0 of the 4 8 states. 
According to J. D. Jordan of 
the Better Business Bureau of De­ 
troit. Michigan’s false advertising 
law is "practically identical" with 
the national model statute. 
It of­ 
fers adequate protection to 
the 
consumer against 
false or mis 
leading statements made in any 
advertisement whether in u new s­ 
paper. magazine, handbill, printed 
sheet for direct mail use, or in 
any other manner for public or 
private dissemination. 
On Saturday, Feb. l l , in Judge 
George Murphy’s court 
at 
De­ 
troit. two partners and a m ana­ 
ger of a photographic studio were 
fined $50 each and one of 
tho 
partners was given a suspended 
prison sentence for sending "false 
and 
misleading" 
statements 
through the mnll. 
Tho statute 
on which the three men were suc­ 
cessfully tried 
was 
Michigan’s 
model advertising law. 
It is the opinion of many l«*gis 
lators that the above consumer 
protection, already on tho statute 
books, is ample 
and 
sufficient 
and that further false advertising 
restrictions arc not needed. 
Ad­ 
ditional 
advertising 
restrictions 
may be found in a 
num ber 
of 
bills introduced during this ses­ 
sion, many of them of good inten­ 
tion but without 
knowledge 
of 
their sponsors that the state a1 
ready has a model law- fully pro­ 
tecting the consumer.

Soup Possibilities 
To keep down the budget and 
yet satisfy a hungry family, buy 
a large soup bone and cook it with 
some boiling meat and plenty of 
vegetables.

T hat should give you enough to 
last a month. 
When you are

rolls, 
double the recipe and store half 
the

Don’t confine yourself to rolls at 
the first baking, either. 
Turn out 
some of them, of course, but make 
a coffee ring, a nut fruit loaf and 
some cinnamon buns at the same 
time— a regular bakery turnout at 
one mixing. 
W hen you go on a baking spree, 
use the oven to capacity. 
Bake 
a gingerbread, nut fruit pudding, 
baked fruit and a generous sup­ 
ply of cookies at one time, moving 
them occasionally to insure even 
baking. 
Store your desserts care­ 
fully and you should have a three- 
dav supply. 
For a fish-extending idea, try 
this: 
Boil five pounds or so of 
salmon steak at once. 
For the 
first meal, serve it hot, with lemon 
sauce. 
Another time, serve some 
of it sliced and browned in a little 
fat, with ta rta r sauce on the side. 
If you still have some salmon, 
you can use it for salads, timbales, 
fondues or in escalloped blends.-
